ounce of. butter till slightly brown, take 
thorn out ami pub them aside to keep 
warm. Put iho giblets iuto the. aama 
stowpan in which the baedc has been 
broivned, with butter, suit and pepper. 
Whan they are brown, dredge some flour 
o^er them, add some water, stir tba con- 
tents till they toll, ndd tb.ebnc.on, a bunch 
of sweet herbs, turnips—cut round and 
oulong—and Bomo onions, which iattor 
should previously have been browned in 
butter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The Import-ant 


feature o£ the day In the senate was a 
short and sharp and decisive contest on 
the sugar bounty question, resulting In 
tho success of those ndvocatlng tlie pay- 
ment of the bounty prematurely cut off by 
the enactment of the tariff law. 


The proposed bounty aggregates SG.200,- 


000, as stimd In tho amendments adopted, 
but Mr. Mitchell gave aa hla belief that it 
would roach 58,000,000. 


In the course oj tho dabnts, Mr. Gorman 


warned tlia senate that this bounty propo- 
sition would add to existing deficiencies, 
which, he said, would reach $00,000,000 for 
the present yonv.

Secretary Gresham's report which ac- 


companies tho papers Is brief. He says 
that in order to mako the account of po- 
litical events in Samoa complete, copies of 
the correspondence of Harold M. Sowall 
imd of James Ii. Mulligan (the principal 
consular officer* in Samoa during the 
potiod ainco Mr. Blacklock's appointment 
as vico consul ganoral), and the final re- 
port ol Mr. Chambers, lato land c:omnlis- 
aionor upon tho part of the United States, 
aru also Included. 


Copies of tho correspondence between 


the department and tha British and Ger- 
man embassies Blnce July, 1804, the dato of 
the lasb transmission oi! information in ro- 
gard to tho Samoan affairs, ars also trans- 
mitted, though not specifically called for. 
The correspondence covers the period 
sinco 1889. Writing on Doo. 6 last, Mr. 
Mulligan says: 


"It is certain that the native popula- 


tion, generally, is in a state ol unrest. As 
far us I understand, the general dissatis- 
faction among tho rebelliously Inclined 
is directed against Malietoa, not alone 
through tribunal and local prejudices, but 
for tho present reason that he is a mere 
figurehead in the hands of the foreigners, 
rind really represents o foreign domina- 
tion." 


Co-operation Not to Be Expected.

P.I^L &aii:..iLti, u \.i.-;i it: -;uis'.'vl tn peace, it 
is plain iu my opinion that ilioy would 
not bo suffered tci continue so. Tho inter- 
ests and elements sought under the treaty 
to be harmonized, are so directly in con- 
flict that cordial'' co-operation is not to be 
expected. So long as tho present arrange- 
ments continue, no perma-ient peace will 
bo permitted, no developments will im- 
prove tho country or hotter tho conditions 
of its renlly well-disposed people." 


Mr. Mulligan's last communication is 


dated Jan. 2. In this he says there is no 
appealAiice of a renewal of the war, but 
repeats that but little confidence is felt in 
the permanence of tho existing peace. He 
reports that Malietoa has issued an ad- 
dress to other chiefs Inviting them to at- 
tend a reconciliation meeting, but*tkat no 
response has been made. 
In a communication of Sept. 10 last, 


Judge Ide complains bitterly of the efforts 
of tho consuls to admiulster tho affairs of 
tho islands without consultation with the 
treaty officials, but by prior determina- 
tion to dictate to tbo president aud him- 
self. He closes thus: 


"In the midst oC the difficulties and

In which hundreds of mutilated bodies 
were piled—heads, arma, hands, legs and 
trunks mingling In, one fostering mass.

Intended Co bo used in burning villages 
wero poured Into tho pit and set ou flee. 
The flames failed to consume Eho mass, 
and u hill stream was then dammed and 
diverted from its course, bub even thla 
failed to wash away the horrid evidence.

Tho details of this massacre, in which, 


after promising imperial protection, tht 
Turks escorted, the Arnienlnns a distance 
from the camp before slaying them, are 
sickening and most fiendish. Tho Bul- 
garian atrocities appear to be mild in 
comparison with those savage horrors, 
which aru amply confirmed by numerous 
independent cyo-witaesscs. The fugltives 
were pursued and butchered.

French Decree is Now in 


Force at Ports. 


RETALIATION FOR THE DUTY IM- 


POSED ON SUGAR. 


iuropean Countries

PARTS, Feb. 27.—A decree of the m'.nis- 


Ister of agriculture forbids the importa- 
tion into France, until further orders, of 
cattle coming from the United States. 
Cattle) shipped before Feb. 21 will bo ad- 
mitted under certain restrictions. 


An Opinion of Weiffllt. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Nelson ifacris, who 


controls tho largest part oC the export 
trade in cattle uud beoC products fro:ii 
this city, said: "Three months ago I ht.d 
a proposition from fcho French minister of 
agriculture offering to continue to i-ccer/e 
ourcattls If the Unitod States would tai:o 
off tho differential duty on sugar. 


'I vras nskod to bring this before tha 


government here. I wont myself to Wash- 
ington and hud Mr. Dans there for soina 
time, but the government paid no atten- 
tion whatever. Tha agreement I had with 
the Franch government was to oxpiro 
March 1. I see they hnva already termi- 
nated it in view of tho impossibility of ac- 
complishing anything more. 


"There Lg no truth whatever in an/of 


this talk about tho improper condition of 
tho cattle shipped. Tdere has not bean 
an animal rejected in throe years by any 
foreign country ou the ground of ill 
health, not since 1833, whan tho Rusk 
agreement wont into effect. 


' 'False Vretgnsea," 


"France has never questioned any cattle, 


nor has Germany up to six weeks ago, 
when it refused one small shipment of 
Texas cattle on tho false prctcnss o£ Texas 
fever. Not since 1892 lias it rejected a 
pork product. 


"Tho prohibitions now maintained do 


not include canned goods, but ways nro 
bolng found to keep these out also. 
A 


waek ago last Saturday arbitrary and ax- 
ceaslYo duties were laid by Germany sud 
Austria, covering all tho canned floods 
made outsldo of those countries. 
These 


duties have not yet been made public, but 
have been brought to the notice by many 
German agents. 


"France, too, will accomplish the same 


thing, but in a different way. There they 
use little of thg canned, goods, except for 
the soldiers. I have a threo years' con- 
tract with the government to supply this, 
•which expires next next Juno."
